The Oregon Association of Congregational 
and Presbyterian churches held its ninth an- 
sual meeting in Oregon City, commencing on 
Thursday Sept. 4th. This session was contiv- 
ned through Thursday, Friday and Saturday. 
On Sabbath morning the members observed 
the Lord's Supper. The Communion sermon 
wus preached by Rev. T. D. Hunt, of Califor- 
nia. 

The Association this year represented 10 
churches and two aeighborhoods wishing 
church organization. 

After a brief session on Monday the asso- 
ciation adjourned. Its next annual meeting 
will be held in Portland, on the third day of 
September 1857.

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Prince Talleyrand. 
A memoir of this remarkable diplomatist 
has just made its appearance. In giving ® 


notice of the work the N. FV. Evangelist thus 


draws the outlines of Talleyrand’s life: — 


Talleyrand was in the fervor of bis youth at 
the commencement of the first Revolution ; a 
member of the National Assembly, and leader 
of the revolationary party among the clergy. 
He was first the friend of Mirabeau; subse- 
quently a wise and active member of the Gi- 
rondist party, then the Jacobins. Their ex- 
cesses, however, offended his taste, if not bis 
principles, and he was prescribed by Marat 
and Robespierre. The calamity fell at just 
the right time, he bad the fortune to es- 
vape the effects Of the storm he had done 80 
much to excite—as the rest of his associates 
had aot. He came to this country just in time 
to paas at this eafe distance, the period of the 
reign of terror, and the downfall ant massacre 
of the Jacobins. Recalled by the Directory, 
he soon became indispensible to them, until. 
descerning «.mong the very first, the rising star 
of Napoleon, he deserted them to do homage 
to the new power that was destined to scattcr 
them to the winds. %o Napoleon he adiized, 
and in spite of opposition, and the jealousy 
ead personal distrust of the Emperor himself, 
made himself indi ible, beld a central place 
in bis cabinet, until again, like an old rat, be 
scented the coming downfall. He first retired 
from active service, then — — 7 — 

, and finally from partizanship a 
just in time to take the part of the Allies, to 
become the leader of the Restoration. 


Here again, he was at first all in all, until 
the tokens of approaching revolution and 
change warned him into gradual hostility, so as 
to be ready for the Three pa and again the 
master of ceremonies, the indispensable friend 
and favorite of Louis Phillippe’s reign. To 
trace a straight line of unity or principle in 
such a tortuous life, is the difficult problem 
which Mr. McHarg has undertaken, and ina 
good accomplished. The wily diplo- 
matist and trickster, memorable only for his 
bonmots and good luck, appears as the pro- 
found statesman, the shrewd and masterly dis- 
cerner of men and events, who could foresee a 
crash in time to escape it. His perpetual 
changes are not sc much the ious shifts 
for personal benefit, as the result of rigid ad- 
herence 10 wise political — — He start- 
ed in life, a liberal reformer, a friend of consti- 
tational freedom and of So long as the 
successive governments favored and adhered to 
these principles, he gave them his adhesioo ;

thought,” (prose works, vol. 1, p. 313.) Great 
heavens! what a tribunal, what a culprit, what 
acrime! Let us thank God, my friends, that 
we live in the nineteenth century- Of all the 
wonders of ancient and modern art—statues 
and paintings, and jewels and manuscripts—the 
admiration and the delight of ages—there was 
nothing which I heheld with more affectionate 
awe than that r rough tube, a few feet in 
length the work of his own hands—that very 
“ optic glass“ through which the Tuscan Ar- 
tist“ viewed the moon, ; 

“ At evening from the top of Fesole 
Or in Valdarno, to descry new lands, 
Rivers or mountains, in her spotty globe,” 
that r little spy glass, (for it is scarcely 
more,) through which the human first distinct- 
ly behe.d the surface of the moon—first discov- 
ered the pheses of Venus, the satelites of Jupi- 
ter, and the seeming handles of Saturn—first 
etrated the dusky ths of the heaveas— 
ret pierced the clouds of visual error, which, 
from the creation of the world, involved the 
system of the Universe.

I can fancy the emotion of Galileo, when, first 
raising the newly constructed telescépé to the 
heavens, he saw fulfilled the grand prophecy of 
Copernicus, and beheld the planet eres 
cent like the moon. It was such another mo- 
ment as that when the immortal printers of 
Mentz and Strasburg. received the first copy of 
the Bible into their hands, the work of their 
divine art ; like that when Columbus, through 
the gray dawn of the 12th of Ochober, 1492, 
r 18, was then a stu- 

t at Cracow,) beheld the shores of San Sal- 
vadcr—like that when the law of gravitation 
first revealed itself to the intellect of Newton— 
like that when Franklin saw by the stiffening 
fibres of the hempen cord of his kite, that he 
held the lightning in bis grasp—like that when 
Leverrier received back from Berlin the tidings 
that the predicted planet was found.

It does move.“ Bigots may make 
thee recant ; but it moves nevertheiess. Yes, 
the earth moves, and the planets move, and the 
mighty waters move, and the great sweeping 
tides of air move, and the empires of men move 
and the world of thought moves, ever onward 
and upward to higher facts and bolder theories. 
The Inquisition may seal thy lips, but they can 
no more stop the progress of the great truth

Physical Pain of Death. 

A paragraph is going the rounds of the pa- 
pets giving the opinion of Lord Bacon and 
others, that the pain of hanging is inconsider- 
able. It is asserted, for example, that after a 
momentary feeling of suffocation, bright colors 
dance before the eyes and stretch away into 
vistas of indescribable loveliness. There is no 
reason to doubt the trath of this declaration, 
because numerous instances have occurred of 
persons beiog cut down before life was extinct ; 
and it wes on the authority of welt autheoti- 
cuted examples of this character Lord Bacon 
and others founded their a. Moreover, 
hanging, in its effect on haman oganism, 
produces results very similar to those produced 
by some paturul dis uses, so tnat this also af- 
fords a criterion for judging. In cases of 
drowning, likewise, the testimony is universal 
that the physical pain, up to the moment of 
consciousness being lost, is quite inconsider- 
able. The same 1 of motes, stars 
and beautiful lights dancing before the eyes, 
has often been mentioned by individuals restor- 
ed after apparent death by drowning. 

It is nearly certain—indeed, as certain as 
anything chiefly speculative can be—that in 
all deaths the os suffering is small. 
Even where in experi the most excru- 
ciating agony duriig” the progress of the dis 
ease, nature comes to their relief at the lust 
hour, and life goes out gently like a candle in 
its socket. Those who have witnessed death- 
beds most frequently, especially if they have 
been intelligent persons, and therefore capable 
of judging, agree generally in N the 
physical pains of death as inconsiderable. They 
say that the convulsive motions, which fre- 
quently attends the parting breath, are not 
evidences of suffering, for t the invalid is 
insensible. They say, also, that, when the 
senses are retained, there is usually no such 


spasm. 

A leading medical authority states that 
scarcely one person in fifty is sensible at the 
point of death; and some physicians assert 
that they have never seen a death-bed in 
which the patient was sensible. As life fails, 
nature, it would seem, beneficently inter poses, 
deadening the sensibility of the nerves, and 
otherwise preparing the individual for the 
great and inevitable change. 

These facis should teach all men, while yet 
in health, “to put their house in order.” Ma- 
ny a father, by neglecting to make à will. or 
keep his business always arranged, has left his 
family an inheritance of litigation, or entailed 
on them the severest losses. Few are those, 
comparatively, who, on a sick bed, have suffi- 
cient clearness of intellect left to adjust entan- 
gled affairs, provide for the contingencies of 
trade, or even direct wisely the distribution of 
their estate. 

Death usualy comes rapidly, in the shape of 
a short disease, leaving time for nothing but a 
wild and hopeless struggle with the enemy. Or 
it comes so insidiously as to beguile the victim 
and his friends, up to the last hour, with the 
hope of recovery, or at least of months pro- 
longed life. Men dread sudden death, and 
pray to be delivered from it, forgetting that, 
to most of us, death is always sudden, coming, 
as Scripture truly says, “like a thief in the 
night.“ It is not for its physical pain that 
men should fear death, but lest it should over- 
take them ere they have “set their house in 
order.” —Philadelphia Ledger.

But there is nothing strange nor inconsist- 
ent in allthis, We have but to reflect that 
there are involved in the political issue now 
pendiog, high moral questions which have in- 
tensely agitated our religious bodies for yeare, 
to understand at a glance, why the whole 
Christian Church should now be roused. 
Long before the question of slavery had 
reached political or commereial circles, it was 

itating to their very cepter, and tothe verge 
of diesolution, nearly every ecclesiastical body 
in the land. The General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church for years, was but little 
alse than a heated arena for the discussion of 
slavery. 

Now we are not to marvel that when a po- 
litical issue is presented, which bears upon the 
practical disposition of the questio of slave- 
ry, and which therefore seizes irresiatibl 
upon the conscience of Christians, and falis 
iu with the tenor of years of intensest emo- 
tion, the Church should exhibit a degree of in- 
terest which no merely political questions 
could excite. There now seems to be a way 
to obtain that which hus been longed for and 
prayed for. The discussions which have been 
so carnestily carried on in the abstract, vow 
put on the form of concrete practical duty; and 
Christians are consequently getting ready to 
show their faith by their works. The debates 
and sermons of years are bearing their fruit ; 
and tens of thousands of quiet, unobt: usive, 
praying men, whose cry is never heard ner 
their voice lifted up in the streets, much less 
at the polls, are preparing to discharge a high 
religious duty iu reference to a subjeet over 
which they have pondered aud prayed, while 
politicians were asleep. It is no sudden freak 
of fanaticism, nor melancholy religious ineon - 
sistevey, nor furgetfulness of spiritual duty, 
that now directs the thoughts and efforts of 
Christians to the ungongenial sphere of poli- 
ties. We doubt not the most zealous are the 
most conscientious; and that never before in 
the annals of politics, have been so many 
votes prayed over, as there will be at the ap- 

aching election. It is natural and right 
that itsheuld beso. Christians must act as 
they pray; and if they have been reasoning, 
writing, preaching aod praying against slave- 
ry for years, they would belie their professions, 
if ete an opportunity to vote for its limita- 
tion with some good prospect of successes, the 
did not religiously improve it.

| loads. Several bands of natives were employ- 


ed in repairing the road, with wooden hammers 
forcing the soil under the timbers—several had 
nothing on but cotton pants and a hat. They 
are, as a whole, a very pleasant looking peo- 
ple, of good proportion, both of limbs and 
countenance ; neither do they look sensual or 
vicious ; but have, generally, a mild expres- 
sion, indicative of those who have “ neither 
poverty nor riches.” 

I saw no lateral roads, or carriages, or 
beasts for labor, and only one or two places of 
slight culture—their food being spontaneous 
products, their dwellings and their clothing 
simple, they have no occasion for exhausting 
labor. And though their houses are small, 
they seemed well filled. Plump, merry child- 
ren, and the cheerful faces of mothers, in clean 
attire, occupied every door-way, and kindly 
greeted us as we winded along. Whilst look- 
ing at them I tried, in my own mind to solve, 
what appeared to me, a problem. How can it 
be that these people (according to Mr. Cor- 


quence was as might have been expected. The 
disease became confined, and some days after 
made her way on deck and was within a trifle 
of throwing herself into the sea.

Permit me to say 
to the temperance men of your city, that “ De- 
lavon” aud other noted advocates of reform 
have declared their conviction, that tobacco 
and alcohol are consort evils, neither of which 
can be destroyed whilst either flouriebes. I 
had one of Dr. Ivalls anti-tobacco tracts, 


which did good service on board. One young 
man acknowledged he had paid more for to- 
bacco than for board, and several made re- 
solves to renounce it. I think Dr. Bourne has 
a supply on hand. Will not some philanthro- 
phist distribute them amongst the schools and 
at least try to save the young.

Tobac- 
co quids, cigar stumps, and saliva, are always 
found in the wake of him who uses this filtby 
weed. His garmeats and bis person continu- 
ally exhale an unpleasant odor, offensive to all 
about bim. 

The use of it is frequently product.ve of dis- 
ease. Bronchitis, or inflamation of the air 
tabes, cancer of the lips and tangue, entire loss

I huve seen all these sad re- 
sults from tobacco using. 

Again, it is an expensive habit. Three ci- 
gars at three cents euch, fur every day in the 
year, would amount to thirty dollars!

Terrible Affray. 
The Stockton Argus gives the following 
account of the recent affray between the Ame- 


ricans and Californians, at Watsonville :— 


“On the morning of the 26th October, 
some six or seven Spaniards rode through the 
village of Pajaro. The Americans sallied 
forth from their place of rendezvous with guns 
and revolvers, some with one in each hand, and 
demanded the parties to stop. Firing com- 
menced, and in a few minutes there were 
from 15 to 20 shots fired. The Americans say 
that the Spaniards fired upon them, and they 
returned the fire. The company divided ; the 
most returned back to Monterey county, one 

up the road towards Santa Cruz. 
Chase was immediately instituted. A com- 
pany went into Mont county, and after 
searching the hills until they had despaired of 
success, and had taken the Monterey road 
back, they met three] Spaniards, arrested and 
took them to Parjaro; and after marching 
and parading them around for several hours, 
they let them go. It was soon ascertained 
that the individual that went up the road, left 


farther, and also the saddle, bearing marks of 
violence, cruelty and blood. It was then ae- 
certained, by the Spaniards, who owned the 
horse, and his whereabouts. They pursued, 
and on arriving at his cabin or casa, they found 
him within, and also his revolver. They suc- 
ceeded in taking him, without further difficul- 
ee took him to town. Upon their return, 
the prisoner was lashed to the liberty pole 
for an hour or so. During this time, the Ame- 
ricans were engaged in finding a jury, for it 
appeared that it was settled that the prisoner 
must be tried and dealt with in some very 
summary manner.

Tinklepaugh, Comman- 
der, left New York, August 6th. at 6 P. M., for 
San Francisco, via Rio de Janeiro, Straits of Ma- 
gellan, Sota, Talchuana, Valparaiso and San Juan 
del Sur. Arrived at Rio on the morning of the 
28th; took in coal, water, etc., and sailed on the 
evening of the 2d of September for Talchuana, at 
which place we arrived September 20ch. 
Sept. 2ist, left for Sota, 42 miles south. After 
coaling, ship left for Valparaiso, at which place 
we atrived on the 25th of September; took in 


San Juan. 
Oct. Sch, at 6 A. M., arrived at San Juan, hav 


ing made the passage from New York to San Juan 
in the unprecedented short (running) time of 50 

her, without doubt, the fastest 
steamer on the Pacific ocean. 

Oct. 19th, at 1 o’clock, left San Juan with 540 
passengers, and 50 packages of express matter, 
per steamer Tennessee. 

The Isthmus is healthy, and in splendid con- 
dition, and can now be crossed (since the comple- 
tion of the wharf at San Juan and Virgin Bay) in 
24 hours with ease.

landed at Sheboygan, the greatest portion of 
whom were steerage passengers. At about 2 
o'clock P. M., of Wednesday the Niagura left 
Sheboygan,and about two hours afterwards 
was discovered to be ou fire. When the fire 
was first discovered, there was but little sea on, 
and the wind was about south-st and light.— 
At this time the Naigara was from three to 
four miles of North Point Washington, and 
some ten miles more this side of Sheboygan.— 
As soon as the fire was discovered, Capt. Mil. 
ler, who was asleep, was called and the steam 
pumps were put to work. 

A few moments after this, the passengers 
became aware that the boat was on fire, and 
a scene ensued which, said a passenger “ beg- 
gars all description—consternation seized al- 
most upon every one, and men women and chil- 
dren rushed to and fro about the boat, shouting 
and crying. Not half a dozen passengers gave 
any aid to the crew, and but few attempted to 
make provision for their own or friends’ escape. 
It was but ashort time from the first discovery 
of the fire until the whole upper cabin was in 
flames. During this time a large number of 
passengers had jumped over without any- 
thing to support them in the water, and ina 
few moments sunk. Mothers threw their chil- 
dren into the lake and wildly sprang after them. 
The water was intensely cold, and vone but the 
hardiest persous could live in it but a few mo- 
ments. A large number of passengers, before 
the steamer stopped, in spite of the appeals of 
the mate, got into the stern boat and lowered 
it, when it instantly swamped, and all in it 
were drowned. Another tion of the pas- 
sengers filled the starboard quarter-boat, and 
lowered that also,and all found a watery 
grave. 

Before the upper cabin was in flames, a por- 
tion of the more self —— passengers 
wrenched the state room doors off, and threw 
them into the water, together with tables, 
chairs, stools, &c.,and upon these many of 
those in the water saved themselves. After it 
had become useless to remain on board any 
longer, the second engineer, carpenter, and a 
portion of the crew, together with a number 
of passengers, twenty-two persons in all, low- 
ered away the larboard quarter-boat, and pull- 
ed to the shore, where — — were lan- 
ded, and the crew retu with the boat to 
render any assistance they might be able.— 
Capt. Miller, with a number of others, saved 
themselves by clinging to the wheel, and were 
picked up by the boats.”

He was not only a 
thorough workman at his trade, but was a 
scholar, a perfect master, not only of his native 
Hebrew, but of three forei tongues—a 
knowledge of which he obtained by close appli- 
cation to study during his leisure hours, while 
serviog his apprenticeship. It was the cus- 
tom among the Jews to teach their sons some 
trade—a custom not confined to the poorer 
classes, but also practiced by the wealthy; 
and it was a common proverb among them, 
that if a father did not teach his son a me- 
chanical occupation, he taught him to steal. 
This custom was a wise one; and if the fath- 
ers of the present day would imitate their ex- 
ample, their wrinkled cheeks would not so

ven if a father intended his son for one of the 
professions, it would be an incalculable ben- 
efit to the son to instruct him in some branch 
of mechanism. His education would not only 
be more complete and healthy, but he might, at 
some future time, in case of failure in bis pro- 
fession, find his trade very convenient as a 
means of earning his bread; and he must ne- 
cessarily be more competent in mechanical, 
from his professional education. An educated 
mechanic was a model machine, while an uned- 
ucated mechanic was merely a machine work- 
ing under the superintendency of another man’s 
brain. Let the rich and the proud no longer 
look upon mechanism as degrading to him who 
adopts a branch of it as his calling. It isa 
noble calling—as noble as the indolence and 
inactivity of wealth is ignoble—Rev. Dr.

Its hands and 
figures, which tell the hour, resemble the mas- 
ter-spirits of the age, to whose movements 
every eye is directed. Its useless but spark- 
lings als, sapphires, rubies, to and embel- 
lishments, are the aristocracy. Its works of 
brass are the middle class, by the increasing 
intelligence and power of which the master- 
spirits of the age are moved; and its iron 
mainspring, shut up in a box, always at work, 
but never thought of, except when it is disor- 
derly, broke, or wants winding up, symbolizes 
the laboring class, which, like the mainspring, 
we wind up by the payment of wages, and 
which classes are shut up in obscurity, and
